Stralia on a temporary basis and who

“It’s incredible: I’ve seen a player who 
is faster, stronger, has better ball control 
and superior vision to Kevin Keegan.” 


This is how England manager 
Ron Greenwood characterised 
the brilliant Argentinian youngs- 
ter, Diego Marddona. 

The | cool-as-a-cucumber 
Argentine manager, Menotti re- 
plied: 

“Really? Maradona didn’t play 


half as well today as he usually 


does.” 

Menotti, like everybody else 
who saw him, speaks in superla- 
tives about Maradona. 

“He'll be 18 on October 30 but 
already he’s our playmaker. 

“lf his progress and develop- 
ment doesn't suffer a check, he 
will be the greatest player in the 
world since the peaks of Pele 
and certainly the best ever pro- 
duced by Argentina — and that 


‘includes Sivori and-Di Stefano, 


too.” 

The Argentine Press is in love 
with this stocky, shy youngster 
and have already renamed him 
“Pelusa’ (Little Pele). 

One good omen they refer to is 
that Maradona always plays with 
No 10 on his shirt — as did Pus- 
kas, Pele and Sivori, three greats 
of the past. < 

Of the three, | would’ say his 
style is most reminiscent of 
Pele’s: fantastic starting speed, 
almost irresistible first 10-metre 
explosion and a stunning ability 
to choose the best possible solu- 
tion in split seconds. 

Against Holland, he varied his 
game instinctively: with one 
shake of his hip he sent two de- 
fenders the wrong way, broke 
through, played the ball off and 


squeezed through the tiniest of 
gaps to be in the goalmouth. 

Says Menotti: “If Maradona’s 
Progress continues, Argentina 
could win the World Cup again in 
Spain.” 

And the Argentinians are mak- 
ing sure that this rare gem isn’t 
lost to their soccer: they have 
secured his future and that of his 
parents and seven siblings. 

For the time being, Maradona 
will stay with his small club, 


Argentinos Juniors in Buenos 


Aires. 

But even if he leaves, it will be 
only for another big Argentine 
club, not to Spain. 

Argentinos Juniors is a. small 
suburban club and far from rich 
— but they cling to Maradona 
even though they could collect 
$5 million for him. 

Last year, with former St. 
George player Salvador Isaac, | 
visited the Argentinos club where 
all officials and club members 
were raving to me about 
Maradona. 

One, jokingly, even genuf- 
lected when he uttered his name: 
another, in jest; wanted to sell a 
signed photo of the young star for 
$100. 

To be truthful, | was certain at 
that time that these were just the 
usual prejudiced, almost blind 
club supporters you find any- 
where in the world: | couldn't take 
their hosannahs seriously. 

But now | do. Having seen 
Maradona play, | wish | had 
bought that $100 photo of him.

Gadocha 
to go home 


Former Polish star Robert Gadocha; 34, who signed 
for the Brazilian Curitiba a few weeks ago, wants to 
return home and become a qualified coach. 


Before jetting off to Brazil, 
Gadocha spent a few weeks in 
Chicago, helping his old friend, 
Edward Szymeczka in the coach- 
ing of local team AAC Eagles. 

While in. Chicago, he took legal 
action against the Chicago Stings 
club for tearing up his contract. 

“At first we had an English 
coach who kept importing third 
rate players from Britain,” recalls 
Gadocha. 

“When the results were bad, 
he was sacked and replaced by 
the German. Willy Roy. 

“And what did he do? He 
promptly imported half a dozen 
indifferent players ‘from Ger- 
many. : 


“Then he blamed me for our 
bad run and recommended to the 
club that they terminate my con- 
tract, which they did. 

“I'm suing for damages.” 

Gadocha, used to the cosy life 
of a shamateur in the Eastern 
Bloc, is somewhat disillusioned 
about pro soccer in the West. 

“It's much tougher than one 
would imagine,” he said. 

“Everything is determined by 
instant success, gate takings 
and balance sheets, without any 
sentimentality. 

“| don’t regret my years in 
France and the USA; I’m sure 
that these experiences will be a 
great help to me in my coaching 
career back home in Poland.” 


Sounds familiar .. . 


“The fundamental problem is 
the chaotic financial status of the 
clubs. 

The Association should re- 
strict the right of clubs to run 
licensed premises, to obtain, 


. through raffles and advertising, 


extra revenue which is impossi- 
ble to account for. 

The clubs must fulfil their 
primary function: to enable 
youngsters to play soccer, with- 
out any financial remuneration. 

The pro clubs must function 
according to the rules of the en- 
tertainment industry: the players 
should be paid what clubs can 
afford from gate takings. 


As long as their wages and 
bonuses are paid from other 
Sources and their apartments 
are bought for them from non- 
soccer revenues, players and of- 
ficials will hold in much higher 
regard these benefactors than 
the ordinary spectators. 

If our players made their living 
from the price of admission tic- 
kets, they couldn't treat the 
Spectators with such contempt 
and our crowd figures would 
also be much more healthy.”
